Under this resolution, the Speaker appointed Messrs. Goff, Pat- 
rick and Holman.

; EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, 
WHEELING, January 17, 1865, 


Gentlemen of the Senate and House of Delegates : 


_ I welcome you to the seat of Government on your annual return 
to the important and responsible duties devolving upon you in the 
capacity of legislators for our growing new Commonwealth; and as 
contemplated by the Constitution, I pro¢eed to communicate to you 
briefly the condition of the State, and recommend to your. consid- 
eration such measures as seem to me expedient. 

About the first of August last the rebel General . McCausland, 
with a considerable force, invaded the southeastern portion of the 
State; and on the fourth of that month attacked a comparatively 
small body of Government troops stationed at New Creek; but the 
latter made a gallant defence, and the enemy was repulsed with 
considerable loss, and retreated towards Moorefield; and on the 
seventh of the same month was attacked by our cavalry, under 
General Averill, and completely routed and driven out of the 
State. In September a rebel force, of about six hundred mounted 
men, under Colonel Witcher, made a raid into the eastern portion 
of the State, passing through Braxton, Lewis, Upshur a other 
counties, and in their course robbed and plundered the citizens of 
those counties, driving away their horses and cattle and carrying 
off large quantities of their goods, and committing other serious 
depredations. 

On the twenty-eighth of November a rebel force of mounted men, 
under General Rosser, again attacked New Creek and succeeded in 
capturing the place, taking a considerable number of prisoners and 
doing some damage to the railroad at that point, and immediately 
thereafter retired from the State. 

Had it been in my power to provide a force sufficient to prevent 
the invasions by the enemy referred to, it would certainly have 
afforded me great pleasure, as it was my duty, to do so; but it was 
simply impossible. Early in the summer I addressed communi- 
cations to the Secretary of War, and the General at that time 
commanding this military department, setting forth our defenseless 
condition and my. apprehension, that as the fall approached the 
State would be invaded by the enemy in sufficient force to inflict 
upon our people severe damage; but I received no response from 
either of these officers. So impressed was I with the belief that the 
interior of the State would be subjected to rebel raids, that early 
in September I visited Washington, and in person called on the 
Secretary of War, and again stated the defenseless condition of the 
State and my apprehensions, and requested him to order sufficient 
troops to the border to save the people from the ruinous visitations 
of the rebel armies. His answer was that he did not think there 
would be any such invasions in force; and that it would devolve on 


~ 
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our people to defend themselves against the smaller bands that 
might come into the State; that all the available troops were 
needed to confront the larger forces of the enemy; and that he 
could not possibly supply troops for our-border, to guard against 
apprehended raids, without prejudice to the main armies, at the 
points mentioned, which he did not feel authorized to do. 

A few days after my return from Washington, the rebel Colonel 
Witcher made his raid into the eastern counties, of which. I 
` telegraphed to the Secretary of War as soon as I was advised. .He 
immediately placed troops-under command of General Kelley, who 
moved upon the enemy and drove him from the State, and stationed 
a force in the mountains sufficient to guard against a like raid so 
long as they are permitted to remain. 

Since writing the foregoing, I have been informed that a few days 
since, a rebel force captured Beverly, and took prisoners our troops 

stationed at that place ; but I am not advised of the particulars 
: In the extreme Southern counties, it has not yet been practi- 
cable to organize civil authority, on account of the frequent incur- 
sions of the rebels—those counties being occupied alternately by 
government and rebel troops. be in 

While the State has been subjected to rebel invasions in force, 
during the past year, only in the instances mentioned, and a great 
poe of it hag not been so invaded at all, yet ‘many sections have 

een infested with small bands of armed men, the most, if not all, 

of whom left their homes within this State at the commencement of 
~ the rebellion, or since, and.went off into the rebel army, and now 
return to rob, plunder, and murder their former neighbors who are 
loyal, because the latter would not go into the rebellion with them. 
Recently robberies have been committed on a large scale in many 
parts of the State, and some of the best citizens murdered by these 
outlaws in the counties of Harrison and Marion. The frequency 
and boldness of these outrages have alarmingly increased, so much 
so that it is idle to think of punishing them in the civil courts; 
and therefore on the 23d of December I issued an address calling ` 
on the loyal people of the State to organize themselves into compa- 
nies for their own protection, and to capture or kill these outlaws 
. Wherever found, assuring them that I would furnish them with 
arms and ammunition for the purpose. 

One feature of this condition of things is that many of the 
disloyal in our midst who have remained at home, feed and harbor 
these marauders and murderers, knowing their purposes, while the 
latter are preparing to do their devilish work, and conceal the fact 
of their presence from their loyal neighbors, who are only made 
aware of such presence by the loss of their property or a murder in 
their midst. The course of these disloyal persons is reprehensible 
beyond degree; and I trust you will enact a law imposing the 
severest’ penalties on them, but with provisions so guarded as to 
protect the innocent. I-have no hope that any law can be prepared 
that will secure the punishment of the principal marauders and 
murderers. There is no law for them but the law of force, to be 
administered wherever-and whenever they may be found. 
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- As is known to the members of the Legislature, directly after 
the passage of the act of July 2, 1863, “ for procuring arms,” &c., I 
organized military companies in many of the border counties and 
have kept them in service ever since; and I think I am warranted 


- in saying that not only have these companies extended very great 


protection to the sections where they are organized, against 
maraudetfs and murderers, but-they have enabled the loyal people 
of many of the counties to remain and pursue their ordinary 


. vocations, who otherwise would have been compelled to abandon 


their homes and property, and in a penniless condition, seek a suste- 
nance for themselves and families among strangers. In June last I 
found that according to the Auditor’s construction of the law, I 
had expended the appropriation out of which these companies had 
been paid, and therefore I made them several payments out of other 
funds as is elsewhere explained. Yet their pay is several months 
in arrear, and many of them have no other dependence for a support 
for themselves and families; and I recommend that as soon as 
possible you make an appropriation for this purpose, and that you 
also appropriate money for their future payment, unless you are of 
opinion that they should be disbanded. My opinion is, as has been 
indicated, that it is absolutely necessary for the protection of the 
loyal people in many of the counties, that they be continued. But 
this is a question for you, and not for me, to decide... The items-of 
the expenditure of the appropriation made by the act “ for procuring 
arms,” &c., and the enlargement and continuance thereof by the 
general appropriation law of the last session, may be found in the 
report of the Quartermaster General. 

Notwithstanding the people in some sections have been subjected 
to rebel raids, robberies and murders, it is gratifying to know that 
a great portion of the State is enjoying comparative peace and 
security and is receiving considerable accessions to the population, 
and is rapidly advancing in wealth and prosperity. 

FINANCES. 

The“ Auditor has communicated to me no statement of.the 
condition of the finances since the last session of the Legislature. 
The report of the Treasurer is submitted; from which the condi- 
tion of the treasury will appear as follows:

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In June last it became a question whether or not the appropri- 
ation of fifty thousand dollars, made by act passed July 2d, 1863, 


“for procuring arms,” &c., and the enlargement and continuance . 


thereof by the general appropriation law- of the last session, was 
expended. Under that act I had organized a large number of 


military companies for the protection of the border counties of the 


State, as elsewhere ‘explained, with the understanding that they . 


should be paid for their services, and when the question arose as 
to whether this appropriation was or was not expended, rather 
than have any coiitroversy-on the subject, I proceeded‘to pay these 
companies out of the Civil Contingent fund, and continued such 
payments out of that fund until it was exhausted. This left me 
without any money for the further payment of these companies, or 
to pay the contingent expenses for which the latter fund was 
provided, and to which alone it should have been legitimately 
applied. Being thus without money to pay these demands, I made 
arrangements with the Northwestern Bank of Virginia and the 


Merchants’ and Mechanics’ Bank of Wheeling, by which I was’ 


enabled to draw money from them, on my own checks, for these 
purposes. The statement of the sums thus drawn from the banks 
is herewith exhibited ; from whichit will be seen that I have drawn 
from the Northwestern Bank $17,138 18, and from the Merchants’ 
and Mechanics’ Bank $12,125 95, making the aggregate $29,264 08. 
- It may be seen that $23,907 06 has been paid to the military 
companies, as stated, and $5,357 02, the residue thereof, for other 
purposes. As may also be-seen that $1,500 of the latter sum was for 
the Hospital for the Insane at Weston. About the first of October, 
the directors of that institution. represented to me that they had 
exhausted the appropriation made by the last Legislature, and that 
it was not yet in a condition to receive patients, but that $1,500 
would put it in that condition; and they requested that I should 
supply this deficiency. Being satisfied that it was the intention of 
the last Legislature to appropriate a sum sufficient to prepare the 
institution for the reception of patients, and that the money appro- 
priated for that purpose had been economically expended, and that 
the sum asked for was necessary for the purpose represented, I 
determined to, and did, furnish the small sum mentioned, and 
with it the contemplated work was done. 

The claims for which the money was thus provided were just 
demands against the State, and must necessarily have been paid at 
some time. There was money in the treasury, but the necessity for 
its appropriation had not been foreseen; and I thought it the better 
course to pay the claims as they arose and look to the Legislature 
to reimburse the Banks. It seems to me that the propriety of the 
_ course pursued must be apparent to all; and I therefore recommend 
that at an early day you provide for the repayment to the Banks of 
the sums which they have thus supplied me. 

As before stated, the Civil Contingent fund is exhausted, and as 
demands which can only be paid out of this fund are of almost 
daily occurrence, I recommend that you supply the means by a 
temporary appropriation for the purpose. 
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. The general appropriation law, passed at the last session, has 
been a subject of serious objection. By its sweeping language, it 
in effect repeals all appropriations made before its passage, and has 
been construed to contravene general laws in the Code which are 
intended for the guidance of the Executive officers of the State in 
regard to cases of frequent occurrence. It seems to me it would be 
~ well in your legislation on this subject to guard against the objec- 

_ tions made to the present law. 

Of the sum appropriated by the last Legislature for the relief of 
the families of soldiers of this State beyond the lines of the Union 
army, to be expended as the Governor might direct, I have 
expended $1,155, and of the sum placed at the disposal of the 
Governor for the entertainment of the veteran regiments of this 
State, I have expendéd $2,607 57. - 

Thé last Legislature adopted a joint resolution directing the 
Adjutant General to “ audit certain militia claims.” He has made 
his report, under that resolution, which is herewith presented. It 
will be seen that he has included in his report a large amount of 
claims against the restored government of Virginia. A strict 
construction of the resolution might not have admitted these 
claims, but he was aware of the fact that this resolution resulted 
from a discussion of the merits of claims as well against the State 
of Virginia as against this State; and believing that it was the 
intention of the Legislature to include them, and a liberal 
construction of the resolution allowing him to do so,‘ he was 
inclined to the opinion that he should receive and report them. 
Before doing so, however, he consulted me on the subject, and 
knowing the facts to be as stated, I concurred with him in opinion. 
These claims being stated in a separate class, they may be conven- 
jently considered, and their merits decided on separately. The 
claims of all classes reported amount to $109,482 35. I submit the 
whole report for your consideration. 

The last assessment of the real estate within this State was in 
1860. It seems to me thatit would be well to adopt it as a policy to, 
have a re-assessment at least once in five years. This would require 
it to be made during this year; and in view of the fact, known to 
all, that lands have very much enhanced in value in every portion 
of the State, since the last assessment, it seems to me only necessary 
to call your attention to the subject to induce the necessary legisla- 
tion for the purpose. | x 

I recommend that the mode of paying money into the Treasury, 
as prescribed by the Act of July 16th, 1863, be changed so as to 
require the person paying to first present himself to the Auditor 
and get from him a warrant directing on what account it be 
credited, and that he be required to present this to the Treasurer, 
with the certificate of the Bank officer showing the payment, in 
order that the Treasurer may know on what account to give him 
credit. As the law stands, the person paying is required to present 
himself, first, to the Treasurer, who has’ nothing in his office to show 
on what account the person is indebted, or where the money 
should be credited, and the Treasurer is left to find out as best he 
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© can where the money is to be credited. The result has been that 


the books of the two officers do not correspond in many particulars, 
and it is almost impossible to reconcile the differences between them. 
l HOSPITAL FOR THE INSANE. l 
- The Directors of the Hospital for the Insane have made no report 
since the last session of the Legislature. I suppose their report 
will be received in a'few days, when I will communicate it to you. 
In September, the rebel forces under Col. Witcher in their raid 
on Weston, robbed the Hospital of blankets and other things, that 
had been provided with a view to opening it. In a short time 
thereafter other like articles, purchased in the east, to supply the 
loss, were in transit ovér the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, when 
the train was captured by the rebel Moseby, and these articles were 
also carried off and lost to the Hospital. The Directors then 
informed me that the money appropriated at the last session was 


exhausted and that it would require $1,500 to put the building in. 


a condition ior the reception of patients, and requested that I should 
furnish them this sum, which I did in the manner, elsewhere 


. explained. 


» 


In October the insane persons who had been sent to an asylum 
in Ohio, were brought back and placed in our own Hospital, which 


was formally opened on the 12th of November, and since that time - 


several patients have been received from different parts of the 
State, and there seems to be no doubt that that portion of the 
building now completed, will be filled to its utmost capacity in 
a short time, and that there will be a demand for more room. 
Several of the Directors called on me a few days since, and 
represented that they had drawn.a part of the money appropriated 
by the last Legislature for the support of the insane, and that the 
Auditor objected to paying them any more, and in consequence 
some of the expenses of the Institution remained unpaid; and that, 
including these unpaid balances it was estimated that it would 
require $4,500 to pay the demands on their treasury to the first of 


March, and they requested me to supply this additional sum; but in - 


view of the short time to elapse before the meeting of the Legis- 
lature, I declined todo so. I think, however, that the Legisla- 
ture should make an appropriation for this purpose at an early: day. 
Upon the report of the Directors when it comes in, it will be for 
you to determine whether an additional appropriation shall be 
made or not, for the further prosecution of the work, on that part 
of the Hospital building remaining unfinished. i 
PENITENTIARY. 

In my message to both the former Legislatures, I urged the 
necessity of providing a Penitentiary for the confinement of convicts ; 
but instead of taking action looking to the construction of a proper 
building for this purpose, the last Legislature authorized the 
Governor to use any of the county jails in the State for such 
confinement, mentioning in the act, the jail of Ohio County, and 
empowering the Governor to make such arrangements with the 


Supervisors of that county as might be necessary to carry into ` 
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effect the provisions of the act, and to make all needful provisions 
and regulations for the safe keeping, employment, and discipline of 
the convicts, and, in his discretion to appoint a Superintendent 


and directors. On the 12th of May, I appointed J. M. McWhorter, 


- Esq., of the county of Roane, Superintendent, and requested him 


to meet the Supervisors of Ohio county, and ascertain whether or 


-not arrangements could be made with them for the jail of that 


county as a Penitentiary, with the privilege to the State to make 


‘such improvements as might be necessary, in order to the safe 


keeping and profitable employment of the convicts. He met,the ~ 
Supervisors and examined the jail, and on the 26th of May, made 
a report in writing, which is herewith transmitted, showing that 
the improvements deemed necéssary by him would cost over $4,000. 
On receiving this report, being of the opinion that the Legislature 


' had not contemplated the expenditure of this sum of money for 


the purpose of making a temporary arrangement for the employ- 
ment of convicts, aud that it was evident the State would not be 
reimbursed for the expenditure within the period for which it was 
contemplated the jail would be used, I abandoned the idea of 
making the improvements reported necessary by the Superinten- 
dent, and determined to use the jail as a place of confinement only. 
This is the only jail in the State where convicts can be securely 
kept. There are now twenty two convicts confined therein, which, 
with the county prisoners, fillit toits capacity. Thus it is probable 
that if others be convicted, there will be no prison in the State 
where they can be safely confined. I, therefore, renew the 
recommendation heretofore made, that you provide for the building 
of a Penitentiary, or for otherwise safely keeping and employing 
convicts. g 
i BANKS. 


Under the law giving the consent of the State of Virginia to the 
formation of this State, stocks in a number of the Banks located 
within its limits were transferred to this State; but there is nothing 
on the subject on the records of any department of the State. It 
seems to me that this matter should be referred to the proper 
committee, with instructions to examine into it and report in what 
Banks the stocks are held, the amount thereof, and the name of the 
fund to which it stands credited, whether to the Literary Fund, the 
Internal Improvement Fund or to the treasury proper. 

For many years the Bank of Virginia, in which the State of 
Virginia has been a stockholder from its organization, has had a 
branch at Charleston, in Kanawha county. At the commencement 
of the rebellion many of the directors went South and carried the 
coin of the bank with them, and the Cashier resigned his position ; 
so that the organization continued no longer, and the books, papers 
and assets of the bank were left in the hands of the President, 
James C. McFarland, Esq. Complaints were made to me last ` 
spring that the President was preferring and paying some of the 
creditors of the bank, by transferring to them the re and most 
available assets, to the great prejudice of the stockholders and other 
creditors. It was also claimed that in the absence of any organiza- 
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tion the President had no authority to thus dispose of fhe assets, or 


. otherwise transact the business of the bank, and that such action should 


be taken as would prevent it thereafter. Under these circumstances, 
in June, I prepared a notice to the President, setting forth the facts 
substantially as herein detailed, and notifying him that if any 
detriment should result to the State by his management of the 
affairs of the bank, he woùld be held responsible therefor. On the 
first of July he addressed me a communication admitting the truth 
of the statement as to his management of the affairs of the bank, 
and claiming that he had a right to do so, but stating that he would 
desist for the future. I submit the notice and his communication 
in answer thereto for your consideration. I recommend that 
this subject be referred to the committee that shall be charged with 
ascertaing the stocks owned by the State in the several banks, and 
that they be instructed to inspect the books and enquire into the 
proceedings of the bank and its officers, and make report to the 
Legislature; and that on this report you take such action as will 
best subserve to the interests of the State. 

It is reported to me, that the stockholders of some of the old 
Banks in the State wish to convert them into Natioral banks under 
the late act of Congress, and that they- deem it necessary to have 
some legislation to enable them to do so, especially in the cases 
where the State is a stockholder. I recommend that you enact 
such laws as will authorize and facilitate the desired change. 


FREE SCHOOLS. 
The subject of Free Schools is one of great interest to all 


philanthropists; and in my opinion an intelligent and efficient 
system of such schools will tend more than any other one cause to 
the rapid growth and prosperity of our State. The law on this 
subject passed by a former Legislature is endorsed by the State 
Superintendent, (whose first annual report is herewith submitted,) 
as embodying a system of superior excellence. He suggests but 
few modifications, the most material of which is in regard to the 
manner of providing a larger fund, for the erection of school . 
houses and maintaining the schools. I commend the subject to 
your fostering consideration. The Auditor has made no report to. 
the Governor, as required by the Free School law. 
AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE. 

An act was passed at the last session of Congress, approved April 
14th, 1864, extending to this State the provisions of the act passed 
July 2d, 1862, “donating public lands to the several States which 
may provide Colleges for the benefit of Agriculture and the 
Mechanic Arts,” and on the 9th of June I transmitted copies of the 
act of the Legislature accepting the provisions of the act of 
Congress, to the President of the United States and the Secretary 
of the Interior, and informed the latter that I was ready to receive 
the Scrip to which the State was entitled under the act of Congress; 
the receipt of which he acknowledged, recognizing the right of the 
State to the Scrip. 

In September, I received the Scrip from the Commissioner of the 
General Land Office, accompanied by a communication containing 
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some observations, as to the manner of assigning and locating the 
same; which correspondence is herewith communieated. The act 
of the Legislature directs the Governor to sell the Scrip “ at such 
time or times and in such parcels as he may find the interest of the 


- trust to require.” I have endeavored to comply with this provision 


of the law, but not being able to obtain for the Scrip a price 
approaching what I thought should be realized for it, I have not 
sold it at all. The information I have on the subject, induces me 
to believe that the interests of the State and of “the trust” will 


be promoted by deferring the sale for a time. But if you direct . 


that it should be sold at the best price it will bring in the market, 
it will afford me great pleasure to follow such direction. 
IMMIGRATION. 

As authorized by an act of the last Legislature, I, on the 4th of 
March, appointed J. H. Diss Debar, Esq., of the county of 
Doddrige, Commissioner of Immigration for this State;_who as 
required by the act, has made a report of his official transactions 
since his appointment, which is herewith’ transmitted. I invite 
your special attention to this interesting document, which manifests 
great intelligence, and a zeal that must result in the accomplish- 
ment of great good to the State. l 

In our State may be found all the elements-of wealth. Nature 
has here been lavish of her richest gifts ; and all that is required is 
the fostering hand of the Legislature to secure popülation and the 
capital to develope these resources, and make us one of the richest 
and most prosperous States in the Union. I therefore commend the 
suggestions of this report and the whole subject of Immigration to 
your favorable consideration. 

For some reasons not known to me, the last-Legislature omitted 
to make the appropriation necessary to carry out the otherwise 
manifest purpose of the act; and the commissioner has been left to 
the contributions of those who feel an interest in the subject and 
to his own resources, for money to pay the costs of correspondence, 
printing and other unavoidable expenses of his office. It seems to 
me that you should not only re-imburse the commissioner any money 
that he may have thus paid out, but a liberal appropriation should 
be made, in order that he may be able the more efficiently to carry 
out the purposes of the Act under which he was appointed, and 
secure to the State the great benefits that must necessarily result 
therefrom, 

PARDONS. 

I herewith communicate a statement “of the particulars ” of the 
several cases in which pardons have been granted within the year 
1864, with my “reasons for granting the same.” 

FORFEITURE OF REBEL PROPERTY. 

It will be seen by an examination of the law passed November 
13th, 1868, “to provide.for the Forfeiture of Property in this State 
belonging to the Enemies thereof,” that it is made the duty of the 
Circuit Courts to take cognizance of the cases arising under this 
law, and to proceed to dispose of the Property forfeited ‘‘ when it is 
made to appear” to the Court, that there are such cases ; but, it will 
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also be seen that it is not made the duty of any officer, or person, 
to bring such cases before the Courts; and I am informed iy the 
Judges that there is an indisposition on the part of private persons 
to volunteer their services in aid of the execution of this law. If 
it is the intention that the law shall be enforced, it seems to me 
that it should be made the duty of some officer to bring the cases 
properly before the Courts. 
s ELECTION LAW. 

The general Election Law provides that the Supervisors of the 
several Counties- shall meet on the twelfth day after the election 
and ascertain the result, and in the case of the Presidential Election 
and some others to certify the same to the Governor, who is required 
to make proclamation thereof, and if demanded give the person 
elected a certificate of the fact. - Under the law of Congress, and 
of this State, the Presidential Election takes place on the Tuesday 
next after the first Monday in November, and the Electors are 
required to meet on the first Wednesday in December next there- 
after and cast their votes, and certify the same as prescribed in the 
Constitution. Now, it is a fact that the certificates of the Super- 
visors from all the Counties cannot reach the Governor by the 
ordinary mode of conveyance, in time for him to give the successful 
candidates notice of their election by proclamation as prescribed 
by the law, or in any other manner. This was the case after the 
last election. The proclamation was issued only two or three days 
before that fixed for the meeting of the Electors, not time enough 
for the notice to reach them. But the majority was so decided that 
they were induced to appear without notice. Had the contest 
been doubtful it might have been otherwise. I recommend that 
the law be so amended that the Supervisors shall be required to 
meet as early as the third day after the Presidential Election; and 
the more certainly to secure prompt action, that heavy penalty ‘be 
prescribed for failure to meet and transmit the required certificate 
on the day fixed. 


NATIONAL CEMETERY. 


Soon after the battle of Gettysburg, in July, 1863, the patriotic 


poe of the country determined to secure a portion of the battle- 
field, and prepare, arrange and beautify the same as a Cemetery 
for the honored dead, who fell in that battle, and there erect a 
monument in memory of the heroic deeds of the living and dead in 
that great and successful struggle for national life. To carry out 
this purpose, in the succeeding winter an Act incorporating the 
‘Soldiers’ National Cemetery ” was passed by the Legislature of 
Pennsylvania; and I was requested in a communication from Hon. 
David Wills, Commissioner on behalf of that State, to appoint a 
Commissioner to represent this State in the organization under the 
act of incorporation; and on the 4th of April, 1864 I appointed 
Hon. ©. D. Hubbard, who has attended the several meetings of the 
Commissioners and has made his reports. The correspondence on 
the subject and the Commissioner’s reports are submitted for your 
consideration. It will be seen that West Virginia has a lot in the 
Cemetery, where repose the remains of a number of her soldiers 
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who gave up their lives in that memorable battle. We also have 
an interest in the unknown dead ; and it is expected that our State 
will contribute her proportion of the cost attending this work in 
commemoration of the gallant deeds of the brave men, who on that 
bloody field so nobly defended the liberties and saved the life of 
the nation. Itrust that you will not hesitate to make the necessary 
appropriation for this purpose. 


MILITARY MATTERS. 


In pursuance of a resolution adopted by the last Legislature, I 
have caused Flags to be procured and presented to the several 
regiments therein mentioned. 

The reports of the Adjutant General and the Quarter Master 
General are submitted for your cgnsideration. The latter exhibits 
the condition of the Quartermaster and Ordnance Stores of the 
State, and also the sums paid to the several military compunies, 
elsewhere more particularly mentioned. 

It may be seen from the Adjutant-General’s report that this State 
has furnished 26,540 soldiers to the United States service during 
the present war. This certainly manifests the great devotion of our 
people to the cause of the country, when we consider the fact, 
which also appears in the report, that the enrollment by the 
Government shows that there are ‘only 33,774 men of the proper 
age for military duty in the State. From this report will also 
appear the condition of the militia of the State and the service 
they have performed. It gives me pleasure to endorse all that the 
Adjutant General:has said in commendation of the conduct of the 
militia whenever called out during the past year. It has been 
necessary to call them from their homes and-their ordinary business 
on several occasions, on short notice, and without time for prepa- 
ration; yet they have in most instances responded promptly, and 
submitted to the hardships and deprivations of soldiers’ fare 
without complaint. Some, however, have refused to appear when ` 
the calls have been made. In my opinion there is a severe penalty, 
under the present law, for this dereliction of duty. Others claim 
that it is merely pecuniary. Its imposition is certainly attended 
with great delay. In justice to those who promptly responded 
when called on, as well as on account of~discipline, the law should 
be so amended as to remedy these defects. 

I also submit for your consideration the propriety of an appro- 
priation to pay the militia, who have been in active service on 
various occasions since the commencement of the war. 

But the report of the Adjutant General is entitled to more than 
a passing notice. In addition to the usual statements of the ordi- 
nary business transactions of his Office, it will be seen that he has 
giyen the names of all the Officers and Soldiers of all the regiments 
of the State of Virginia and of the State of West Virginia in the 
Government service during the present war; the company and 
regiment to which they have been and are attached ; when they 
were mustered in; their term-of service; and what has become of 
them, whether dismissed, mustered-out,. discharged, killed, died of 
disease or still remaining in the service. It also contains a concise, 
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lucid, yet comprehensive history of every regiment, as an organi- 
zation, mustered into the service during the war. This report is 
the result of great labor and untiring energy on the part of the 
Officer whose work it is, and demonstrates the ability and fitness 
which he brings tothe discharge of the duties of his office and his great 
devotion to the interests of the brave soldiers who have gone from 
this State to fight the battles -of their country, many of them to 
die that our liberties might be preserved and the nation saved. It 
will be found to be of the highest interest to the living soldiers and 
the families and friends of those who are dead. In justice to-the 
heroic men in whose behalf this report has been prepared I recom- 
mend that a large number of copies be printed, and a proper 
number be deposited in the clerk’s and recorder’s offices of the 
several counties for the benefit of those interested in the informa- 
tion it contains. 

I endorse all that is so appropriately and happily said in this 
report in commendation of West Virginia soldiers, They have 
evinced a bravery and a soldierly bearing thatis alike creditable to 
them and honorable to the State. Led on by our own noble officers 
in immediate command, they have endured the hardships and 
privations of active service without complaint ; have eagerly sought 
the enemy, and whenever found they have assaulted him with an 
intelligence, determination and bold impetuosity that have not 
been surpassed by any troops in the history of the war, and have 
resulted in their triumph on many a hard fought field. 

In passing from the consideration of the Adjutant General’s 
report, I feel it my duty to call your attention to the small salary 
he receives under existing law, and to recommend, that for the 
next term it be reasonably increased. I do not hesitate to say, that 
it barely pays his expenses of living in the exercise of the most 
rigid economy. It was fixed at a time when the cost of living was 
not one-half what it is at present. The duties of his office require 
capacity, industry and at times arduous labor, such as the State has 
no right to expect without reasonable compensation. 

The salary of his Clerk is also too small. As it is at present, it is 
impossible for him to retain a clerk who can render him any service 
at all. What I have said in regard to the salaries of these officers 
might well be said of the salaries of many other of the State 
officers, but in the latter cases the provisions of the Constitution 
will not allow of an increase. 

AMENDMENT TO CONSTITUTION OF UNITED STATES. 

There is a proposition before Congress to propose to the several 
States an amendment to the Constitution of the United States, in 
the manner provided in that instrument, so as to abolish slavery 
throughout the Union. Slavery has been a subject of dispute and 
a source of irritation from the foundation of the Government. 

It has at last been made the pretext for the most unjustifiable 
and wicked rebellion in the history of the world, for the purpose of 
dissolving the Union and destroying our liberties. The civilized 
world is against it. The present affords an occasion as it does an 
opportunity to effectually destroy it in a constitutional mode. If 
it peer pee that during the session of the present Legislature,

any action on your part is needed to further the proposed amend- 
ment, or to facilitate its ratification by this State, I trust you will 
not hesitate to take such action. 


CONCLUSION. 


The history of the past year is full of interest to every patriot. 
The health of the country has been unprecedented. The necessaries, 
comforts and even luxuries of life have abounded. Prosperity has 
attended every branch of business; and, were it not for this unfor- 
tunate rebellion we would be the happiest people on the face of 
the earth. And while we are compelled to mourn the loss of many 
of the noblest of the race, yet, we rejoice that the cause in which 
they died is worthy of the sacrifice; that they died that consti- 
tutional liberty might be perpetuated; that they have died not in 
vain; that through the instrumentality of heroes dead,and brave 
men alive, the nation still survives; and that during the past year 
the Government has made great progress toward the re-establish- 
ment of its authority throughout the entire land. Its armies have 
been victorious in every quarter. They have defeated and put to 
rout the enemy on every battle-field. They have penetrated his 
country, and proven that the material of war is well nigh exhausted. 
They have captured and are now holding many of the strongholds 
and much of the territory heretofore within the enemy’s lines. 


© Their presence has demonstrated that there has all along been a 


latent Union feeling, ready to manifest itself whenever the 
protecting arm of the Government was extended over the people 
subjected to the power of the rebellion. In the meantime the 
people of the loyal States have endorsed the prosecution of the 
war in the re-election of the present Chief Magistrate, by a majority 
that carries with it a moral power, which has its effect in silencing 
opposition in the loyal States, and in materially weakening the 
rebellion within the rebel lines. The situation is cheering on every 
hand; and the prospect is that during the coming season, the 
authority of the Government will nowhere longer be disputed, and 
peace will return on the basis of a restored Union and the vindi- 
cation of offended law. ~God grant that it may be so!

ferson County attending a convention endeavoring to get said

Resolved by the Legislature ef West Virginia, That our Senators 
in Congress be instructed, and our Representatives requested, to use 
their most earnest efforts to secure the passage of an Act refunding 
to this State the sums thus expended. 

Resolved, That the Governor be requested to forward a copy of 
the foregoing preamble and resolution to each of our Senators and 
Representatives at Washington. 

The hour of 11 o’clock A. M., having arrived the order of the 
day was taken up, it being the report of the Committee on Elections 
and Privileges, with accompanying testimony, in the case of certain 
petitioners against George K. Cox, delegate from the 2d district. 

On motion of Mr. Patrick, the report was adopted. 

Mr. Goff offered the following joint resolution which was 
adopted : 

Resolved by the Legislature of West Virginia, That the two 
Branches will proceed on Tuesday the 14th inst., at 11 o’clock 
A. M., to elect a Public Printer. 

On motion of Mr. Pinnell, House Bill No. 15, “a bill to alter 
part of the Division Line between the Counties of Randolph and 
Upshur,” was taken from the table, and the pending amendment 
adopted; and the following, on motion of Mr. Ferguson, added at 
the end of the bill:

Tt shall be the duty of the Board of Supervisors of said County of 
Randolph to convene within ten days after the taking of said poll, 
at which time they shall declare the result of the vote so taken and 
enter the same in their minutes and certify and transmit a copy of 
such entry to the Board of Supervisors of the County of Upshur.”

Prayer by Rev. James Drummond. 

Mr. Lamb, from the Committee on the Judiciary, reported House 
Bill No. 39, “a bill to establish a court of limited jurisdiction in the 
city of Wheeling.” 

Mr. Ferguson, from the special committee, to whom was referred 
. House Bills numbered 13 and 20, proposing to amend the general 
election law, reported back the same with the following amend- 
ments to No. 13: . 

lst. Strike out the 2nd section; and insert the following: 

“2. Ifthe vote of any person offering to vote at any such elec- 
tion, shall be challenged by any voter present, the supervisor and - 
inspectors of the election, er a majority of them, if in their opinion 
there is reasonable cause to believe that the person so challenged is 
an enemy of this State within the meaning of the act passed No- 
vember 13, 1863, entitled ‘an act to provide for the forfeiture of 
property in this State belonging to the enemies thereof,’ shall refuse 
to allow such person to vote until he shall produce to them an affi- 
davit as follows: 

“Township of j county, to-wit: I, A. B., (the name 
of affiant,) do solemnly swear that I have never voluntarily borne 
arms against the United States, the reorganized government of Vir- 
ginia, or the State of West Virginia; that I have never voluntarily 
given aid, comfort or assistance to persons engaged in armed. hostil- 
ity against the United States, the reorganized government of Vir- 
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ginia, or the State of West Virginia; that I have not, at any time, 
sought, accepted, exercised or attempted to exercise, any office or 
appointment whatever, under any authority, or pretended authori- 
ty, hostile or inimical to the United States, the reorganized gov- 
ernment of Virginia, or the State of West Virginia; that I have 
not at any time yielded a voluntary support to any government, or 
pretended government, power or constitution, within the United 
States, hostile or inimical thereto, or hostile or inimical to the reor- 
ganized government of Virginia, or the State of West Virginia ; 
that I will support the Constitution of the United States, and the 
Constitution of the State of West Virginia; and that I take this 
oath freely, without any mental reservation or purpose of evasion.’ 

“Such affidavit shall be subscribed by the party, taking the same, 
and may be sworn to before the supervisor or one of the inspectors 
of the election at which he offers to vote, or before any person 
authorized to administer oaths; and the taking of any such affida- 
vit falsely, shall be perjury, of which the party may be convicted 
in any court having jurisdiction of the offence. 

“Every affidavit so taken as aforesaid, shall be delivered to the 
inspectors of the election, and shall be by them returned to the 
office of the recorder of their county, whose duty it shall be to file 
and preserve-the same in his office. But this section shall not apply 
to any person who has heretofore volunteered in the military ser- 
vice of the United States, and who has been, or who may hereafter 
be honorably discharged therefrom.” 

2d. Add at the end of the line: 

“Any expenses incurred by the clerk of the board of supervisors 
under the provisions of this section, shall be audited by the board 
of which he is clerk, and paid by the county treasurer.”’ 

He also recommended that No. 20 be not further considered. 

A message from the Senate reported the passage by that body of 
House Bill No. 7, “a bill to regulate the exemption from civil pro- 
cess of persons employed in military or naval service; House Bill 
No. 26, “a bill to authorize suits and proceedings which might, un- 
der existing laws, be brought in either of the counties of Wayne, 
Logan and Boone, to be brought and prosecuted in the county of 
Cabell,” and House Bill No. 28, “a bill to amend the act providing 
for the construction of a road in the county of Hardy,” passed Sep- 
tember 10, 1868. 

Also of House Bill No. 8, “a bill to amend and re-enact the 16th 
section of ‘an act providing for the construction and repair of roads 
and bridges” with an amendment, proposing to insert after “‘six- 
teenth,” in the first line of the first section, the words “and thirty- 
third ;” to add to the bill the following, and to make the appropri- 
ate alterations in the title: 


“33, Every surveyor of roads, before entering on the duties of his 
office, shall himself, with one or more good securities, execute and 
deliver to the clerk of his township, a bond ina penalty of one hun- 
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dred dollars, conditioned for the faithful performance of the duties 
of his office, and the payment of any money in his hands, at the 
expiration of his term of office, to his successor. If any surveyor 
shall fail to pay over such money in his hands to his successor, it 
shall be the duty of said successor to institute a suit before a justice 
upon his said bond, for the use of the precinct, and recover from him 
and his sureties, such damages as may be awarded against him for 
any breach of his official bond, and costs. The oaths of office may 
be administered to such surveyor, by the said clerk, who shall file 
the certificate thereof in the office of the recorder of his county.”

2. Insert between the first and second resolutions the following: 
“Resolved, That the person having the custody or control of the 
books and papers of said branch, be and he is hereby directed and 
required to submit the same to the inspection and examination of 
the person so to be appointed by the Governor.”

2. After the words “it shall be the duty of the Secretary of the 
State?” at the beginning of section 2, strike out the words “to 
record all such writings as are mentioned. in the preceding section,” 
and insert instead, the following: “Upon being satisfied at any time 
that no records are kept in a county by reason of war or insurrec- 
tion, to admit to record all writings which’as the law now is, might 
be recorded in such county, to record the same.” 


3. Add the following sections : 


“4, Copies of writings admitted to record by the Secretary of the 
State, pursuant to this act, certified by him under his hand to be 
true copies, shall have the like effect as copies certified by a re- 
corder, of writings duly recorded in his office; and the Secretary 
may charge the same fees for such copies as the recorder. 

“5. The Governor, whenever he is satisfied that the writings re- 
corded in the office of the Secretary of the State, as aforesaid, re- 
lating to the property in any county or which, as the law now is, 
should be recorded therein, can safely be removed to and kept in 
such county, may order said writings to be delivered to the recorder 
thereof; and the recorder shall thereupon duly record the same in 

* his office, in like manner and with like effect as if the same had 
been originally admitted by him to record, and may charge the 
same fees for such recording. And if any original writing admitted 
to record by the Secretary of the State be lost or destroyed, a copy 
certified by the Seeretary under his hand, may, at any time, be ad- 
mitted to record, and recorded in the proper county in place of 
such original.”

“9. Itshall be lawful for the Board of Public Works, at any time 
after the passage of this act, to subscribe on the part of the State, 
to the capital stock of the West Virginia Central Railroad Compa- 
ny, ten thousand shares, which shares shall be paid for in the trans- 
fer by said Board, of all the work or works and improvements made 
by the State of Virginia on State account, on that portion of the 
Covington and Ohio Railroad, from the town of Charleston, in the 
county of Kanawha, to the terminus of the line of the location of 
the said Covington and Ohio Railroad westward. The said ten 
thousand shares shall be held to be the minimum value of said 
works and improvements. And if at any time after the organiza- 
tion of the West Virginia Central Railway Company, and before 
any additional work is done upon the said part of the Covington 
and Ohio Railroad so transferred, the Board of Public Works should 
desire an actual estimate made of_the value of said part of said

all the circumstances, the advantages and privileges of a free school 
education; and all such schools so established shall be under the 


management and control of the board of education ; but in case the . 


average attendance of colored children shall be less than fifteen for 
any one month, it shall be the duty.of said board or other school 
officers to discontinue said school or schools for any period not 
exceeding six months at any one time, and if the number of colored 
children shall be less than fifteen in attendance, or not exceeding 
thirty by enumeration the directors shall reserve the money raised 
on the number of colored children, and the money so reserved shall 
be appropriated for the education of colored children in such a way 
as the township board shall think best.” 

2. Insert after “seventh” Ist line, the word “seventeenth.” 

3. Strike out the 36th section. 

4. Strike out of the 2d line the word “‘thirty-sixth.” 

5. Strike out of the 6th line section 37, the word “‘free.” 
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6. Strike out of the 8th line of the 37th section, the word “ten” 
and insert “fifteen.” 

7. Strike out of the 10th line section 89, the word “twenty-five” 
and insert “twenty.” - 

Also, House Bill No. 85, “a bill to allow suits heretofore cogniz- 
able in Pocahontas and Webster counties to be brought in Upshur 
county,” with ‘the following amendment. 

Add to the bill: Í 

“2. No jury shall be called or impannelled in any action or suit 
brought in the county of Upshur by virtue of this act until and 
unless the plaintiff pay to the Clerk of the Court twelve dollars to 
defray jury costs; which sum the said Clerk shall pay into the 
treasury of the said connty of Upshur, and if judgment be render- 
ed for the plaintiff, shall tax the same in the costs to be recovered 
by him in lien of the sum heretofore in such case allowed by law. If 
judgment be rendered against the plaintiff no jury costs shall be 
taxed against-him if he has paid the sum of twelve dollars to the 
Clerk as aforesaid.”

He, also from the same committee reported the following which 
was adopted : : 


Resolued by the Legislature of West Viurguuia, That the Auditor 
immediately institute proceedings in the Circuit Court of Ohio 
county in the name of the State of West Virginia, according to the 
forty-second chapter of the Code of Virgtnta, second edition, 
against J. F. W. Holt, Collector of the county of Gilmer, and his i 
sureties on any bond executed by him, as Collector or Sheriff of said 
county for all taxes of said county that may be due and unpaid 

- for the years 1861, 1862, 1863 and 1864. 
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Mr. Lamb, from the Committee on the Judiciary, reported 
adversely upon the following propositions referred to it for 
inquiry. 

To amend the Act providing for the formation of corporations 
and regulating the same. 

To amend the Act passed December Tth, 1863, to regulate the 
election and qualification of justices and constables so as to reduce 
the amount necessary to entitle either party to a trial by jury. 

To enact a law for the relief of the. holders of oil leases in coun- 
ties disturbed by the operations of armed rebels. 

He also upon the petition of citizens of Preston county, asking 
an amendment of the law in regard to suits against soldiers, report- 
ed that the prayer of the petitioners is sufficiently answered by 
legislation adopted at the present session. 

He also from the same committee reported back Senate Bill No. 
16, “a bill requiring oaths in certain cases,’ and recommended its 
passage, and Senate Bill No. 30, “a bill for the relief of John Slack, 
late Sheriff of Kanawha county, and his sureties,” without recom- 
mendation. ~ 

Mr. Ferguson on behalf of the same committee, reported adverse- 
ly upon the proposition to require all ministers of the gospel to 
take and subseribe a certain oath, before exercising their ministerial 
fanctions, referred to that committee for inquiry. 

The same gentleman from the special committee to whom it was 
referred, reported back House Bill No. 23, “a bill for the better 
organization of State Guards,” with the following propositions to 
amend. ` 

1. Strike out the Ist, 2d and 3d sections and insert the following : 


1, The Governor is hereby authorized to organize, arm and 
equip so many companies of State Guards, as he may deem neces- 
sary for the protection of the State against marauders. Each 
company shall consist of not less than twenty-five nor more than 
one hundred men, rank and file, and no one shal! be enlisted into 
any company who is unable to perform efficient military duty.” 

«2, Hach company shall have one Captain, two Sergeants and 
four Corporals; and if it exceed fifty men rank and file, one 
Lieutenant.” The officersof the said companiesshall beappointed and 
commissioned by the Governor and shall be removable at his plea- 
sure. 


“3. The said companies shall be enlisted for the term of one year, 
unless sooner discharged, and the signing of the enlistment roll 
shall be deemed a muster into fhe military service of the State.” 

2. Strike out the 5th section and insert. 

5. Hach of the divisions shall be under the command of a 
Captain to be selected by the Governor out of those in commission, 
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and sich Captain while so in command shall be entitled to the 
rank of Major. He shall, subject to the orderds, of the Governor, 
have the control of all the State Guards within his division. He 
shall, whenever in his opinion the public safety requires it, order 
the State Guards within his diviston, or so many of them as he may 
deem necessary into actual service, and may relieve them there- 
from whenever, he may deem it proper to doso. Provided, however, 
that the Governor may order the said State Guards or any part 
thereof into actual service, and relieve them therefrom or disband 
them or any part of them whenever in his opinion it may be proper 
to doso. He may also, whenever he may deem it necessary, order 
the Guards of the several divisions to the assistance of each other 
and in such case shall designate the officer who shall command the 
whole.” 

3. Strike out the llth section and insert, 

“11. The non-commissioned officers and privates of said companies 
for the time they are in actual service under the orders of the 
Governor, or of the Captain commanding the division as herein- 
before provided, shall have the same pay, clothing and rations as 
are allowed by law to persons of the same grade and’ arm of the . 
military service of the United States. 

The pay of the officers of the said companies shall be as follows: 

A Captain, while in actnal service shall receive sixty dollars per 
month. 

A Lieutenant, while in actual service shall receive fifty dollars 
per month. 

The Captain commanding the division, for the time he shall be so 
in command, shall receive an additional sum of twenty dollars per 
month. Hach of the said companies shall be mustered for pay on 
the last day of every second month of their service by the officer 
in command thereof. The pay roll shall be made out, as near as 
may be, in the form prescribed in the army regulations of the 
United States, and shall be verified by affidavit of the mustering 
officer. It shall be the duty of such mustering officer to make three 
fair copies of each pay roll, one of which he shall transmit to the 
Governer, another to the Captain commanding the division, and 
the third shall be filed and preserved by him for future reference.” 

4. In section 12, line 8, strike out “four” and insert “two.” 

_ The Speaker presented a communication from the Treasurer, in 
response to a resolution of the House; and upon motion of Mr. 
Patrick, it was ordered that the communication and accompanying 
documents lie upon the table and be printed. 

A message from the Senate transmitted Senate Bill No. 18, “a 
bill to authorize the release of mortgages, deeds of trust and other 
recorded liens,” and returned House Bill No. 37, “a bill respecting 
the acknowledgment of deeds and other writings before justices,” 
with an amendment striking out section 2, and House Bill No. 56, 
“a bill for the establishment of a Union School in the City of 


Parkersburg, and to provide for the erection of school buildings 
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therein,” with an, amendment striking out the word “such,” and 
inserting “a Union,” before “school” in section 1. The message 
also reported concurrence by the Senate in the amendments propos- 
ed by the House to Senate Bill No. 28, “a bill to provide for 
recording in the office of the Secretary of the State, deeds and 
other writings, relating to property in counties in which no records 
are kept,” and in the joint resolution proposing a celebration of 
Washington's birthday. 


The amendment proposed to House Bill No. 37, was disagreed to, 


on motion of Mr. Ferguson, and that proposed to House Bill No. 
56, was agreed to. 

Senate Bill No. 18, was read the first time. 

Senate Bill No. 16, was taken up. 

Mr. Patrick moved to strike out “heretofore,” and insert “since 
the twentieth day of June, one thousand eight hundred and sixty- 
three,” in line ] of section 1. 

Upon that motion, Mr. Chapline called for the yeas and nays, and 
they were ordered and taken.
